But in a broader 
sense, his dram atic announcement for the 
necessity for a new party and a withdrawal 
from Eisenhower without a siwtch to Ste­ 
venson will influence large numbers of tr a -1 
ditional Republicans. 


Each of our parties is now an am algam 
of dissident groups. For instance, Senator 
Byrd and Governor Byrnes have no more 
business in a Truman Democratic P aity 
than Colonel McCormick and Senator Mc­ 
Carthy have in a Dewey-run Republican 
Party. But such elem ents as these nam es 
symbolize remain in their respective par­ 
ties out of tradition or habit or because 
they do not know where else to go. 


The Republican Party’s majority follow­ 
ing is still deeply attached to Robert A. 
Taft, Herbert Hoover, Everett Dirksen arid 
similar leaders. Thomas E. Dew ey never 
built a strong personal following in the par­ 
ty. but the New York vote was alw ays re­ 
garded as sufficiently important to justify 
accepting 
Dewey. Also, he represents, 
more than any other Republican, the re­ 
maining m oney power in politics, euphe­ 
mistically called “Wall Street,” consisting 
of industrialists and bankers. 
What is nowadays c a l l e d the “am a­ 
teurs,” represents aspiring youths who can­ 
not wait until their seniors die off, and a 
number of politicians, like Henry Cabot 
Lodge, Jr., whose careers are deeply in­ 
volved in an Eisenhower victory. 
Since the convention, I have received lit­ 
erally hundreds of letters from Republi­ 
cans saying that they cannot v o t e for I 
Eisenhower because of Dewey or for other 
reasons and that they will not vote for Ste­ 
venson. Also, I am constantly receiving 
circulars proposing new parties, “ third” 
parties, etc. Colonel McCormick responds 
to this rising tide of distress and disap­ 
pointment. 
Recently, 
an editor of a newspaper, 
which prints this column, said it is a pity 
that instead of a grand debate on public 
issues, we seem to be snarled into a quar­ 
rel over Senator Joe McCarthy. In a sense 
that is true. Yet, Colonel McCormick, in 
his speech, emphasized the importance of 
electing McCarthy as he emphasized the 
importance of defeating H e n r y Cabot 
Lodge, Jr. 
These men are sym bols, each in his ow’n 
way, of the cleavage within the Republican 
Party. McCarthy represents nationalism; 
Lodge, opportunism. It is because he un­ 
doubtedly feels that nationalism is the es­ 
sential issue before the American people 
that Colonel McCormick wants the n e w 
party to be called “The American Party.**

New Drug, Protamide, Hailed 
As Aid in Treating Shingles 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


A NEW drufz extracted from 
th e stomach of the hog may fi­ 
nally give us long-sought relief 
from the pain of shingles. Little 
has been known about relieving 
this distress up to now 
Over the years, shingles has 
been one of the most unpleasant 
of m an's maladies, though It Is 
not usually dangerous to life. 
Most doctors agree th a t shingles 
can be traced to a virus Infection 
of the nerves. It is a frequent 
complication of chronic and dis­ 
abling diseases: is more common 
after the age of fifty, and occurs 
more often In men th a n women 
First Symptoms 


An attack of shingles usually 
occurs in early sum m w or late 
autum n. Three or four days be­ 
fore it actually appears there 
may be chills and a feeling of ex­ 
trem e weariness. On the fourth 
or fifth day of these symptoms, 
different parts of the skin break 
out in a crop of small blisters 
around a red base. The pain from 
these blisters is severe. Hvrn- 
tually they dry up and scab/ 
Many times blisters occur over 
the heart area. Sometimes they 
are m istaken for a severe heart 
attack before they actually break 
out. 
To relieve shingles, a new drug 
nam ed protam ide was recently 
tested. This drug Is derived from 
substances taken from the lining 
m em brane of a h o g s stomach. 


After being purified, It Is injected 
Into the tissues of the person 
I having the attack. 
Given by Injection 
Injections of the drug have 
been found to relieve the severe 
pain and also assist In healing 
the blisters. In some cases they 
may have to be given every six 
hours, but the usual schedule is 
an Injection every two or three 
; days. 
In one test group of fifty p a ­ 
tients with severe shingles, four 
! out of five shawed good results, 
while In three out of five cases 
: the results were excellent. 
Thus, in the future, people may 
I be spared much suffering from 
I shingles, thanks to medical sci­ 
ence and research. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E C.: Can you tell me w hat 
causes Jacksonian epilepsy and 
whether it can be cured? 
Answer: Jacksonian epilepsy is 
caused by in c re a se d p re ssu re 
within the skull cavity, which 
may be due to head injuries or to 
tumors. The conv|ilslons occur­ 
r i n g in this disorder differ from 
these in true epilepsy in th a t only 
one part of the body is involved. 
Under the direction of a sur­ 
geon, X -rays should be taken of 
i the skull to determ ine whether 
or not any condition Is present 
which is causing increased pres­ 
sure. Sometimes, an operation to 
relieve the pressure brings about 
m arked improvement.

55-Day Duck 
Season Set 
For This Year 


Ohio waterfowl hunters are to 
have 10 more days in which to pur­ 
sue their favorite sport this year. 
This was revealed this week 
with the establishment by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service of 
hunting dates, bag limits, etc., 
for the 1952 waterfowl season in 
the Mississippi Flyway, of which 
Ohio is a part. 
The season established by t h e 
Federal Government extends from 
Oct. 13 to Dec. 6, inclusive, for 
ducks, geese, brant and coot, ex­ 
cept on Pymatuning Reservoir in 
Ashtabula County, which will be 
open from Oct. 20 to Dec. 13. 
A total of 55 hunting days are 
provided, 10 more days than last 
year. Bag and possession limits are 
the same as last year. 
The bag limit for geese will be 
five a day or in possession, and for 
ducks the bag limit w ill be four per 
day with a total of eight in pos­ 
session after the first day.

Dambach, 
chief of the Ohio Wildlife Division, 
following the announcement by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, said 
the Ohio season will be officially an­ 
nounced after being reviewed by 
the Ohio Wildlife Council. 
Dambach said the Council has 
the authority to reduce the season 
set by the Federal authorities, but 
cannot lengthen it or increase bag 
limits.

55-Day Duck 


Season Set 


For This Year 


Ohio waterfowl hunters 
are to 
have IO more days in which to pur­ 
sue their favorite sport this year. 
This was revealed this week 
with the establishment 
by 
the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service of 
hunting dates, bag limits, 
etc., 
for the 1952 waterfowl season in 
the Mississippi Flyway, of which 
Ohio is a part. 
The season established by t h e 
Federal Government extends from 
Oct. 13 to Dec. 6. inclusive, 
for 
ducks, geese, brant and coot, ex­ 
cept on Pymatuning Reservoir in 
Ashtabula County, which will 
be 
open from Oct. 20 to Dec. 13. 
A total of 55 hunting days are 
provided, IO more days than last 
year. Bag and possession limits are 
the same as last year. 
The bag limit for geese will be 
five a day or in possession, and for 
ducks the bag limit will he four per 
day with a total of eight in pos­ 
session after the first day. 


DR. 
C H A R LES *A. 
Dambach, 
chief of the Ohio Wildlife Division, 
following the announcement by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, said 
the Ohio season will lie officially an­ 
nounced after being reviewed 
by 
the Ohio Wildlife Council. 
Dambach said the Council 
has 
the authority to reduce the season 
set by the Federal authorities, but 
cannot lengthen it or increase bag 
limits. 
Shooting hours for this year are 
the same as last, one half hour be­ 
fore sunrise to one hour before sun­ 
set. 
The Ohio woodcock season w ill be 
the same as last year. Oct. 8 to 
Nov. 6, with a bag limit of four and 
possession limit of eight.

The Mac Arthur elements, while 
not organized, are larger than con­ 
vention activities indicated. They 
are anti-Eisenhower. 
Now the Eisenhower manage­ 
ment has cut itself off from the 
enormous McCarthy following in 
every state. Vice Presidential can­ 
didate Richard Nixon is more re­ 
sponsible for that than Tom Dewey 
or General Eisenhower. When Nix­ 
on expressed lack of knowledge of 
the McCarthy charges, he s a i d 
what too many Republicans cannot 
and do not believe. 
I, for instance, know' that Nixon 
was fully informed abofit the Insti­ 
tute of Pacific Relations investiga­ 
tion which originated with McCar­ 
thy. I do not, as a rule, betray the 
hospitality of my hostess — yet, 1 
say that I know that Nixon had a 
working knowledge of Joe McCar­ 
thy’s charges in this connection. 
This may be the most costly error 
of the campaign. 
Many traditional Republicans will 
join Colonel McCormick on t h i s 
walk. The pity of it is that it had 
to come in 1952 when there was a 
chance to win.

The MacArthur elements, while 
not organized, are larger than con­ 
vention activities indicated. They 
are anti-Eisenhower. 
Now the 
Eisenhower manage­ 
ment has cut itself off from the 
enormous McCarthy following in 
every state. Vice Presidential can­ 
didate Richard Nixon is more re­ 
sponsible for that than Tom Dewey 
or General Eisenhower. W’hen Nix­ 
on expressed lack of knowledge of 
the McCarthy charges, he s a i d 
what too many Republicans cannot 
and do not believe. 
I, for instance, know that Nixon 
was fully informed abofit the Insti­ 
tute of Pacific Relations investiga­ 
tion which originated with McCar­ 
thy. I do not, as a rule, betray the j 
hospitality of my hostess — yet, I 
say that I know that Nixon had a 
working knowledge of Joe McCar­ 
thy’s charges in this connection. 
This may be the most costly error 
of the campaign. 
Many traditional Republicans will 
join Colonel McCormick on t h i s 
walk. The pity of it is that it had 
to come in 1952 when there was a 
chance to win.

Sheriff Says U.S. Traffic Toll 
Needs Real Public Crackdown 


STARTING SEPT. 11 and contin­ 
uing through Sept. 18, a second se­ 
ries of trips will be made to give 
immunizations. 
A month or six weeks later, the 
third round of visits to the 17 build­ 
ings will be made to give students 
the required second “ shots” f o r 
diphtheria.

“ On the first visit also, a health 
chart will be left with each teach­ 
er of the first, second and third 
grades. The charts eventually will 
contain a health record of all chil­ 
dren enrolled, including the dates 
of immunizations, vaccinations and 
the like. 
“ A blue card will be given each 
pupil to be signed by his or her 
parents, requesting the health com

Spraying to control spittle bugs in 
meadows and rotation pastures will 
probably be of more value on a 
pe»--farm basis than s p r a y i n g 
weeds with 2,4 D. Most farms in the 
county w ill benefit greatly by doing 
both jobs. 
Grain Weevils 
Farm-stored grain may be sub­ 
ject to heavy dockage if it carries 


weevils when sold. Wheat should: 
be examined 
weekly from 
now! 
through October. 
If any weevils are present, fumi­ 
gate. Carbon compounds are best 
adapted to farm use, and require 
no mask if the operator is careful, j

According to entomo­ 
logists, weevils in farm-stored 
wheat in Ohio come from grain 
fragments in unsprayed bins and 
from feed stored nearby.

should he made as air tight as pos­ 
sible. The bisulfide may b<* exposed 
in shallow pans or saturated burlap 
bags half buried in the grain. Keep 
bin closed for at least 36 hours. 
Ater that time air the bin well be­ 
fore entering. 
Fly-Free Date 
The fly-free date for Pickaway 
County is October 2. There h a s 


been no serious Hessian fly pfob* 
lem in wheat in Pickaway County 
for several years, which can

largely attributed to the observance 
of the fly-free date. 
Wheat seeded after October 2 will 
usually 
not emerge from

ground in time fpr the fly to de­ 
posit eggs upo" it, thus breaking 
the life cycle of this wheat insect.

Every year rats destroy and eat 
thousands of dollars worth of feed 
in Pickaway County. They can bd 
controlled if eveiyone will make an 
honest effort to do so. 
November 7 will be proclaimed

These skin diseases 
are not nearly as prevalent now as 
in past years because parents have 
been taught how to treat them. 
“ On the first visit also, a health 
chart will be left with each teach­ 
er of the first, second and third 
grades. The charts eventually will 
contain a health record of all chil 
dren enrolled, including the dates 
of immunizations, vaccinations and 
the like. 
“ A blue card will be given each 
pupil to be signed by his or her 
parents, requesting the health com ­ 
missioner to immunize the child for 
diphtheria.’'
